2 Fſterday being at Heworth- Moor, I obſerved one reading ſomething, ſo 
Z as I drew neer to him, and by inquiry, I found that 1t was a Petition 
25) that was to be preſented preſently to His Majeſtie; thoſe that heard 
v2) itread, approved of it : meeting with a friend, I enquired of him if he 
9 asVST hadnotthe Petition, or aCopy of it; which he told me hehad : I in- 
treated him that he would lend meit, which accordingly he did ; and having read 
part of it, my Lord S-vill came witha great company in a furious manner, and de- 
manded what I did there, and told me that I was reading ſome Pamphlet tothe Peo- 
ple; and that I was labouring to ſow ſome ſeeds of Sedition, to ſeduce the Kings Sub- 
jects : whereupon I told him it was a Petition that I was reading privately to my 
ſelf, which I upon his approach put in my pocket. My Lord Savillin an imperious 
manner demanded of metodeliyer it tohim,which | refuſed; then his Lordſhip laid 
his hand on the belt of my fvord, andalmoſt pulled meoftmy horſe, and torced me 
to deliver the Petition to him, leaſt otherwayes ſome greater miſchief might have 
come to him; for his Lordſhip told me, If we loved fighting, we ſhould have tight- 
Ing enough. I told his Lordſhip, Icamethis day to labour for peace. And imnme- 
diatly before his Lord(hips departure, he told me that he knew me wel enough;then 
I told his Lordſhip, that 1 hoped he knew no ill by me : Many that were with his 
_ordſhip held up their Canes ina terrifying manner ; andone of them ſaid, Holc 
 yourvrating, it were good to Cane you: and when his Lordſhipand the reſt were 
gone, oneof them turned back, and bid me be quiet. orelſe I ſhould be Caned, and 
ſaid that it were a good deed to put me in the Stocks. Afterwards there was one Ca 
ptain Blague, who was one of my Lord Savills company, came inan intruding man- 
ner into my companue, and I being diſcourſing with Sir Rech: Darley and ſome other; 
and telling them how I was aftronted evennow by my Lord $zvil/, and formerly, 
having fire thrown into my Coach, and ſome other affronts done unto me, which | 
have formerly told you on; this Captaintold mel did ill to lay aſperſions upon per- 
ſons of Honour : Whereupon I told him I did not lay it upon nry Lord, but that I 
was ſo abuſed and affronted ; upon due conſideration , I verily believe hee came 
to make ſomequarrell. 
Sir, upon my parting from you, you deſired tohear from me; here I thought good 
tolet you know thus much concerning my ſelf. Thus, with my ſervice to youand
